‘Stuart Mill—although indeed he may be 
said to have made moro or lees of a mark 
in public life, the position he attained 
was neither commensurate with his liter 
ary ability, nor altogether tho result of 
his sctual success an (he floor of the House 
‘of Commons. Mr Stuart Mill was oor 
after hia debut in Pirligfoent unanimous 
Jy written dawn a boro, who was only tol 
erated because of ls standing as a writer 
and thinkor.

MUTINY AND MURDER AT NEA 
The Jelfervon Bonlon, & threo maatod
